As an expression of | 
gratitude to him, they had the emblem of his | 
religion so prepared. Such a memento was 
placed at what is now the bottom of Vaux- 
hall road. It has been taken down within a 
century. Revolution in opinion has caused | 
the object long venerated by multitudes of | 
the dead, to be scarcely recognized by any of | 
the living. 

Camden informs us, that a castle was built | 
here soon after the Norman conquest, by 
Roger of Poicters. This person conferred 
the command of such a fortification on Vivian 
de Molyneux, a Frenchman. The trust so 
bestowed, continued among the descendants 
of the latter, till the 30th year of Elizabeth. | 
The buildings having stood about 700 years, 
were pulled down, 1721, and the stones of 
them were used to erect some of the houses 
in Castle street. Like ancient modes and 
opinions, such materials have assumed the 

forms of modern taste and accommodation. 
Numerous are the incidents of historic lore 
which have betided a city of so long duration. 
They are characterised by all the variety of 
judgment, policy and change of their partic® | 
lar ages. They partake far more of the! 
tragic than of the comic. A recollection of 
the haman causes from which the most of 
them proceeded, is more like that of the | 
warring elements im nature, which spread 
desolation, than of its genial influences, which 
impart plenty, improvement and happiness. 

Space allows us to mention but one or two 
of such events. When Charles I. adopted | 
compulsory measures to raise ship money, the 
people of Liverpool were not silent observers 
of so fearful an attack on charter liberty. 
Their protest, on this occasion, was dated 
Feb. 2, 1635—36. It breathed the same 
spirit of constitutional right which Hamp- 
den nobly sustained. But they and other sea- | 
ports were forced to yield. While conscious 
that their appeal was just, they lacked the | 
power to give it efficiency. Still, as the re- 
sult showed, the victory so acquired by abus- 
ed power, was worse than a defeat to the ill- 
advised sovereign. 

In the revolution which followed from such 
arbitrary policy, this city became the scene | 
et warlike carnage. Being in favor of Par- 
liament, it was under the command of Col. | 
John More. Prince Rupert with royal 
forces, besieged it June 1, 1644. When he 
approached it, he remarked, “It is a mere 
crow’s nest, and may be taken by a band of | 
children.” But his boasting and experience | 
did not harmonize. Not till after 28 days of 
Vigorous operations, were his troops able to 
carry the city by storm. The scene which 
followed, more fitted the disposition of de- 
mons than the claims of men. Neither sex 
nor age found merey with the victors. Their | 
march to the High Cross, was thronged with | 
the horrors of cruelty. But their conquest | 
was of short duration. Liverpool reverted, | 
the next November 1, to the hands of their | 
opponents, 

Having subsequently participated in many 
other national conflicts, which cost them 
much treasure and blood, Liverpool emerg- 
from them, far less depressed than many other 
places of the kingdom. Their experience 
has shown, that the only rule divinely ap- 
pointed for the continuance of prosperity and 
the improvement of adversity, is right prin- 
ciple and practice. However political expe- 
dieney may pare down the requisitions of re- 
ligion in the administration of civil affairs, 
there is no truth more evident from his- 
tory and revelation, than that neither the city 
nor the world will fully come up to its obli- 
gations and secure its best interests, until it 
entirely complies in all its concerns with the 
applicable laws of the Creator. 

The situation of Liverpool presents some 
variety. As located along the river Mersey, 
itis flat. But itis chiefly formed on a gently 
rising declivity. Its present extent compris- 
es about two thirds of the Parliament bor- 
ough. Its length from north to south is two | 
miles and a half, and its breadth, from the | 
rer tothe church at Edge Hill, one mile 
and three quarters.

For enforcing the municipal regulations, 
there is a police of about 620 men. They 
were established in 1836. They are dressed 
in dark blue coats and pants, except the fire 
department. Their officers have a strap of 
biue and white on the left arm, as a badge of 
distinction. They usually carry a stick. 
Their hats are black, the top being covered 
with a glazed protection against rain. For 
a like purpose they have a piece of india-rab- 
ber cloth to go over their back and shoulders. 
This appendage in dry weather is neatly roll- 
ed up and worn on the left side, where the 
bayonet sheath is in time of parade. One 
third of them are on duty at the same time 
by day, and two-thirds of them by night. Like 
all of the same corps through the kingdom, 
they are for the most part, remarkably well 
looking men. They are of much assistance 
to strangers in finding out individuals and 
places. They perform this service with in- 
telligence and kindness. Let the least dis- 
order occur in the streets or elsewhere, and | 
some of them are immediately at hand for its | 
suppression. They far excel in beneficial 
efficiency the constabulary force who preced- 
ed them. Through their instramentality, a 
greater stillness and propriety of manners 
among the people abroad are perceived than | 
in any of our large cities.

These tavern signs are all the most unmit- 
igated falsehoods. The whole system of in- 
temperance is a lie. It promises wisdom to 
the fool, strength to the weak, heat to the 
cold, happiness to the miserable, riches to 
the poor, youth to the aged, but it is a 
base lic. These taverns promise comfort 
and repose to man and beast ; but the stench 
of the bar-room, its gambling and swearing, 

_ the fetid breath of those rotting around its 
fires, the beastly and lecherous looks of those 
candidates of perdition who there gamble 
away their all, the stable (if any,) with its 
miserable accommodations, forbid comfort 
to either man or beast. 

The fool who gues to those rum pits be- 
comes more foolish, the weak becomes weak- 
er, the cold become colder, the aged be- 
come more infirm, the farmer loses his farm, 
the merchant loses his custom, the physician 
loses his practice, the wife loses her hus- 
band, the father loses his son, the young man 
loses his reputation, the manufacturer loses 
his factory, and the landlord and the devil 
get all. O, speak to your children on this 
subject. You must inoculate them early with 
temperance if you would save them. The 
Spartan Lawgiver made a law by which the 
infants of Sparta were trained for the State 
by their mothers, and at the age of seven 
years were placed in the schools of the State.

We reported last week from the Evangelist, the | 
doings of this assembly as far as then heard from.

The roll being called, each member 
gave free expression to his views. The final ac- 
tion had not been reached. 

The Old Shool Assembly being also in session 
in Philadelphia at the same time, a communica- 
tion was sent to them from the New School, pro- 
posing that the two bodies unite in celebrating 
the Lord’s Supper. The proposal was rejected, on 
the ground that it was “inexpedient to institute a 
new usage at this time.”

The missionaries, he saye, have had great joy 
in the steadfastness of those who have embraced 
the gospel, in this season of sore trial. An Ar- 
menian priest, Harritoon, is mentioned as an ex- 
traordinary instance of the ennobling and sus- 
taining influence of sound religious principle. 
The many attempts on the part of the bishop and 
other ecclesiastics, to compel him to recant his 
errors, as they called them, and denounce the 
missionaries as emissaries of Seten, and teachers 
of pernicious doctrines and heresies, only served, 
notwithstanding his natura) timidity, to drive him 
toa more full rejection of bis old superstitions 
and a more decided avowal of his present reli- 
gious sentiments. When all other means failed, 
the bishop and his friends bought up notes against 
the priest and cast him into prison. There he has 
suffered the indignity, (considered the greatest 
possible in that country for a priest,) of having his 
| beard and head shaved. But with all this he is 
cheerful and happy, and fearlessly asserts that he 
is no heretic—that he receives the articles of 
the council of Nice, in which he was beptized, 
and the Apostle’s creed, and is ready, if provi- 
dence calls him to so great a trial, to seal his 
faith with his blood. 


We felt the same surprise which many others 
have expressed on reading this sentence. To say 
nothing of John Knox, every one knows, (and his | 
friends claim it for him) that Andrew Jackson was 
In sentiment, sympathy, and practice, a warrior,— 
that he was never more in his element than when 
killing men—Indians especially ; and to bring him 
forward by name, on an occasion eminently relig- 
ious, as illustrating the “ bravery” with which the 
Bible inspires men, was strangely incongruous, and 
hostile to the object of the meeting. We know 
not how to account for it, that Dr. Parker should 
have uttered himself thus, af a time too, when the 
most zealous and unscrupulous efforts are making 
to kindle the spirit of military bravery in the breasts 
of the people. 

A remark also fell from the lips of Rev. Mr. 
Neville of Philadelphia, offensive to the christian 
sensibilities of his audience, while speaking before 
the meeting of the A Sunday School Union, 
in this city. He was descanting eloquently upon 
the objects of this society and the extent of its 
operations, and said it would carry the truth all 
through the country,—to Texas, and to California, 
“ and if heaven crown our arms with suecess, as far 
as Mexico.” We need not say how coldly this last | 
remark fell upon the hearts of many present— 
savoring 80 strongly as it did of the carnage and | 
crime of the battle field. It was giving public | 
assent to the war against Mexico, as heaven-ap- 
proved, and a war whose success was to be the 
success of a great christian enterprise. 

If ministers of the gospel must utter such senti- 
ments, Jet them, in compassion for the lovers of 
peace, choose more befitting occasions. 

While we state these cases with deep regret, it 
should be said that at least one of the speakers in 
Boston did stigmatize the existing war in quite 
decided terms. Others of our denomination may 
have done so, but we did not hear them. 


ELEANOR L. MILLS.
